10-dny. Tbe orst occurred bewween 3 and 4
o'cleck A. M, At toat hour Mr. Thomas Vor.
rest, one of the nighl Kevpers, pro-eaded 1o
cella Nos, 13, 28, ana 31, nod onlock=d them,
lest g oy convicts Decker, Lock wood, Muall-
rey, Muller, aud Joun Burns, 1o ke them o
mess to gov breakfist jor the olher conwvicis,
Soon atter leaving the cells, and while passing
throven the chapel, LHo ol 1DE COUTICE 512
and strfuck Forrest and gagced him, laviog him
down aud passing oo 10 the megsroomw, where

Edwin Oraty, mght goard, was siatione), Tooy
pe 2ea apd gageed hm, and wen all five or
them made ther escaps trom the rool, When
Cra't was Liaud he was deqd, having been

strangled oy the gag, and wos lyng on L lace,

The sinrm was giveyw, and evely eflf ot wns
made 1o rearrest the escaped couvic =, Two of
them, Bains avd Mullrey, were captured o a
purn at Turryrown, Forrest was bat shightly
fojured, vthe convicis ercwing to nave taken care
not to burt bim, He was, however, gugged,
uud bad Lis bands sod feet vied.

Abnut 1 P M, ano her auvewpt was mada by
upo her squad of convicts 10 get away, which
was n ore desperste than tne drst, At that boar
three conviels approscoed tpe guard on the
middle dock, saying toat thegshiad o pass they
withed to show ham. He aoveoced wihout his
arms=, vhen tbey immediately ren at him with
huge Knives. He ran lor his muskot, but was
goun overpowered, though not Wikt The con-
victe, now joived by o bers, made a rush lor tne
sloop Exchange, woich was lymg a6t 1he dock,
lndeon with Jomber. Onece there, aod being
provided with arms which they had seqged from
the guard-hoase, they ordered the men off the
vessel, and ottempted 10 jump on bowrd,

By this time the alarm bad spread and fresh
guurds eame opon the seene. Rapid firine of
musketry bagun, sud some twenty shote in ull
were fired, The conviols Being unable to pet
the vessel awuy from the dock. avd, seeing they
were overpowered. sveoumbed, and were takeén
back to l{o prison. Tue following is alist of
the ipjnred: Toomas McCUsolly, shot three
times in the body, sud wiil nrobably not
recover. A conviot pamed Alien is wls0 feri-
ously hurt, Siiehtiv hurt=Timothy Donovan,
Dauiel 0'Copnpell, Edward M®Giun. Doonaliy
ana Milier, two who are daueerously injured,
were under twenty years' sentence,
